This office represents Westboro Baptist Church (WBC), who intends to have some of her number in 
your jurisdiction Monday, November 18, 2019 for a public demonstration / outdoor religious service 
regarding the judgment of God with respect to the dangers of promoting homosexuality, same-sex 
marriage, the filthy manner of life and idol-worshipping of this nation. WBC members currently intend 
to picket High Point Central High School at 801 f'erndale Blvd,, High Point, NC 27262 from 8:15 A.M.- 
8:50 AM. 


WBC has conducted such demonstrations, on a daily basis, at locations all across the United States 
and into some foreign countries, for going on twenty-nine years, Therefore, we recognize that our 
message, though once quite traditional, will not be well received by some factions of our society, and 
oui experience over tee years indicates that sometimes people who oppose our message are tempted 
to try violence to silence it, We have found it is helpful in keeping the peace and ensuring our members 
are safe from attack, for us to have skilled photographers and video recorders at each of our pickets. 
Also it is a sound and very simple practice for law enforcement to establish a place for each group 

demonstrating and place a. reasonable dead zone” between the groups to deter attacks against our 
members. 

It is well established, nationwide that our members are at all times and in all ways law abiding and 
non-violent. Also, it is important that we document these events for our use in our ministry so we 
always have at least one camcorder with our group. 

Finally, we request that law enforcement fulfill their duty to take responsible steps to keep tire 
peace. We also recognize that having a police presence will in most cases deter persons who wish 
to silence our message by violence. I write to make sure that the lines of communication are open 
and that you are clear about tire intentions of WBC members. We will at all times conduct ourselves 
in a peaceful and law-abiding manner and will fulfill any lawful request or order of your officers.

DIVISION 2.-PICKETING 


Sec. 10-1-285. - Picketing permitted; notice of intent and receipt required. 

Peaceful picketing shall be permitted in the city provided the same is done under the 
following conditions: 

(a) No picketing shall be conducted on a public street or sidewalk and no person 
shall participate in the same unless notice of intent to picket has been given 
to the city manager or designee, and unless a receipt of such notice has been 
issued, except where provided below. 

(b) A group of 15 or more persons shall give notice of intent to picket. A group of 
fewer than 15 persons may give notice of intent to picket but is not required 
to do so. Whether a group consists of 15 or more persons such that notice is 
required shall be determined from the time immediately prior to initiating a 
picket. If a group of less than 14 persons begins to picket without providing 
notice and becomes a group of 15 persons or more, the failure to provide 
notice of the picket shall not be a violation of this section. Notice given shall 
contain the following information: 

(1) The name, if any, of the organization or group sponsoring or proposing 
to picket unless the group indicates that it intends to picket 
anonymously, in which case no name is required; 

(2) The location or locations in the city where the pickets propose to 
assemble and demonstrate; 

(3) The date or dates on which the picketing is to occur; 

(4) The name of the person and organization giving notice of intent to 
picket unless the person or organization indicates that it intends to 
picket anonymously, in which case no name is required; 

(5) Whether or not persons below the age of eighteen (18) years are 
expected to participate; and 

(6) The person or persons to be in charge of the activity and who will 
accompany it and carry any receipt of notice at all times. 

(c) It is unlawful for any picketer, as defined herein, to engage in the activity 
prohibited under N.C.G.S. §14-277.4A. 






(d) Upon the giving of notice of intent to picket, properly provided as 

hereinabove set out, the city manager or his designee shall immediately issue 
a receipt of notice. The receipt shall contain ail information stated in the 
notice. Upon cessation of such picketing for a period of 24 hours or more, any 
notice previously provided shall no longer be effective for the purpose of 
section 10-1-285 (a) and (b).

Sec. 10-1 -286. - Standards of conduct for picketing activity. 

(a) Picketing shall be conducted only on portions of the public street and sidewalk not 
used primarily for vehicular parking or moving traffic. 

(b) Picketers may carry written or printed placards or signs not exceeding 40 inches 
provided the words used are not fighting words or threats that would tend to 
provoke a reasonable person to breach the peace. 

(c) If picketers promoting different objectives, causes, actions or policies desire to use 
a sidewalk that is already used for picketing, the second in time picketers shall 
maintain a minimum of 20 feet of space from the first in time pickets at all times 
and at all adjacent points of potential contact. The chief of police or designee shall 
aid picketers in creating a minimum of 20 feet of space between the picketers in 
order to ensure safety for all picketers promoting different objectives, law 
enforcement, and the public, without regard to the purpose or content of 
objectives promoted by either picketers. 

(d) Picketers shall not at any time nor in any way obstruct, interfere with, or block: 
persons entering or exiting from vehicles; persons crossing streets or otherwise 
using the public street and/or sidewalk; the entrance or exit to any building or 
access to property abutting the street or sidewalk; or pedestrian or vehicular 
traffic. 

(e) No person observing, engaging in, or assisting in picketing shall bring to or allow to 
remain in the immediate area of picketing any vicious animal. 

(f) It shall be unlawful for a group of 15 or more persons to picket without filing a 
notice as required herein. 

(g) It shall be unlawful for any person to violate any provision of this section.

Sec. 10-1-287. - Hand-carried signs. 

No sign or poster carried by hand in the picket shall be of greater density than eight (8) ply 
.030 thickness cardboard. No support for such sign or poster shall be of a metallic substance nor 
thicker than one (1) by three-fourth (%) inches.

Sec. 10-1-288. - interference with picketers prohibited; police authority to disperse crowds; failure to 
leave when ordered declared offense. 

(a) The police officers of the city may, in the event of violation of N.C.G.S. Ann, §14- 
288.4(a)(1) and §14-288.4(a)(2), direct the dispersal of persons so assembled and 
may arrest any person who fails to absent himself from the place of such 
assemblage when so directed by the police. 

(b) Whenever the free passage of any public street or sidewalk in the city shall be 
obstructed by a crowd, whether or not the crowd assembles as a result of or in 
connection with picketing, the persons composing such crowd shall disperse or 
move on when directed to do so by a police officer. It shall be unlawful for any 
person to refuse to so disperse or move on when so directed by a police officer as 
herein provided.

Sec. 10-1-289. - Severability. 

If any part, subsection, paragraph, sentence, clause, phrase or word of this article shall be 
held to be void, invalid, or unconstitutional by a valid judgment or decree of court of competent 
jurisdiction, such holding shall not affect the validity of the remaining portions of this section and 
such remaining portions shall remain in full force and effect.

Sec. 10-1-290. - Criminal penalty. 






In accordance with N.C.G.S. §160A-175, violation of any provision of division 1 and division 2, 
with the exceptions as set forth herein, shall be a misdemeanor as provided in N.C.G.S. §14-4, 
punishable upon conviction by a fine not exceeding $50.00 or by imprisonment not exceeding 30 
days. Any violation set forth herein that is also a violation of any state law shall not be punishable 
under section 10-1-290 such that the violation would allow for duplicative punishments.

I think you are all aware that the Westboro Baptist Church ( www.godhatesfaqs.com ) from Kansas 
plans to demonstrate in our area on Monday, November 18, 2019. Their website list four events on

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On 10/22/2019 Chief Shultz received a notification letter from their attorney announcing the protest 
and requesting our assistance and protection during the event. Of course, the biggest unknown will 
be the counter-protest. Currently, we have no information on what groups, if any, plan to counter- 
demonstrate at these events. Counter-protesters typically outnumber WBC by a significant margin. 

We do not know what attracted them to HP Central, but GCS is aware and we will work with them in 
planning the event. GPD, UNCG PD, and Guilford College are also aware of the group’s plans. I have 
spoken with Andrew Jaspers at GCS and they will not allow the protest on school property. There is a 
possibility that GCS will have a two-hour delay on that day because of the protest. That decision will 
not be announced to the public until the night before (if it happens at all). Jaspers said the school 
system will generally defer to us on handling the event. 

I spoke with Sgt. Goodykoontz with GPD’s Special Events Team (formerly, the Civil Emergency Unit). 
They are planning to use approximately 15 officers on foot and bikes at the Guilford College and 
UNCG demonstrations. They are on standby if we need them. I have asked SIU to monitor social 
media for intel on the protest and possible opposition. Traffic closures can be modified based on the 
turnout and activity. CEU has been placed on standby for this event and the Traffic Unit will assist. 

We will use a similar plan to GPD, using bike to form a separation barrier if needed. 

I emailed and faxed the city ordinance on picketing and the Notice of Intent to Picket form to their 
attorney, Rebekah Pheips-Davis. I have also left her a voicemail. 

On 10/31/2019 Ms. Pheips-Davis sent an email reply including a completed Notice of Intent to Picket 
form. She provided the following answers to my questions about their demonstration. 

1. No more than 5 [people] 

2 . It will be 1 vehicle, so there will be a need for parking. 

3. There is a little music box that is used, that a cell phone can be placed in and they use it for 
singing along to their songs that are on the cell phone, during the religious demonstration. 

4 . I do not at this time have any information pertaining to any possible counter-protest 
groups. But, I always work closely with law enforcement and let you know just as soon as I 
have any information of this nature. I can tell you from our experience over the years, that we 
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have rarely done a religious demonstration at an educational institution, where there has NOT 
been a counter-protest. So, I’m assuming that there will be one for that reason. 

On 11/4/2019 I notified Ms. Phelps-Davis of the location we wanted them use for their 
demonstration (sidewalk in front of the school near the driveway). On 11/5/2019 she 
responded that the participants are requesting to use the Ferndale Blvd median in front of the 
school. The median is approximately 18 feet wide and the speed limit in that block is 25 mph 
during school hours. If we allow the five demonstrators to use the median, we can use the 
sidewalk immediately in front of the school for a counter-protest area and use the roadway as 
a buffer between the groups. Does anyone see a reasonable need to restrict them from using 
the median? We would not shut down traffic on Ferndale unless we see an overwhelming counter¬ 
protest. If necessary, we can close that block of Ferndale Blvd and use Council/Gatewood/Trenton 
as a traffic detour. We can route people that need to get to the school from the east or the west by 
using a couple of traffic units. The only issue I see with this plan is the fact that 20-30 students park 
along Ferndale in front of the school. Should we consider blocking off those spaces and notifying 
GCS in advance?

• Biggest concern was counter protestors. 

• They ended up doing a two hour delay the night before. Kept it a secret. 

• They also used school buses to block the entrances of all schools to ensure no counter protestors could access 
campus. 

• School was picked because a teacher was terminated over LBGT issues. 

• Another concern was student involved. Did not want students to support or counter protest. 

• Delay meant that the children were the parent's responsibility. 
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Also worked to ensure police would enforce parking laws e.g. private property and have traffic management 
officers so no one could impend the roads.

Chief Shultz received a notification letter from their attorney announcing the protest and requesting 
our assistance and protection during the event. We do not know what attracted them to HP Central, 
but GCS is aware and we will work with them in planning the event. GPD, UNCG PD, and Guilford 
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College are also aware of the group’s plans. I have emailed and faxed the city ordinance on picketing 
and the Notice of Intent to Picket form to their attorney, Rebekah Phelps-Davis. I have also left her a 
voicemail, but have not heard back from her. 

I am not sure if they have a specific area in mind for their protest; we won’t know until I hear back 
from her. I have spoken with Andrew Jaspers at GCS and they will not allow the protest on school 
property. There is apossibility that GCS will have a two-hour delay on that day, we should have an 
idea by next week if that is a viable option.
